The jo int damage suits for ¡£ 30,000 
of Elm er and Nora Meims vs. the In­ 
dianapolis & Eastern Traction com­ 
pany, the Hanna - Jackson Telephone 
company and Roy Crider, came np 
for tria l today in the Rnsh circuit 
court on a change of venue from H an­ 
cock county on petitioned one of the 
defendants, the I. & E. Traction com­ 
pany. 
The most of the forenoon was spent 
in im paneling a jury. 
The case of Nora Heims was taken 
np first and at 11: 30 o’clock, the fol­ 
low ing 
jurors were 
accepted 
and 
sw o rn: Johnson |A. Fancher, W. O. 
Morgan, Elijah A. K irkpatrick, Frank 
Megee. Ollie Siler, Ira A. Sum mer­ 
ville. Leroy 
Lines, Samuel Cobee, 
Joseph Oglesby, William T. Lewark, 
A ustin Moore and Frank Thompson. 
Attorney Forkner made the opening 
argum ent for the plaintiff before noon 
adjournm ent. 
At one o’clock. A ttor­ 
ney L atta spoke for the defense, and 
the exam ination of witnesses began. 
The following is a corrected story 
of how the horrible accident is alleged, 
by the plaintiffs, to have occurred. 
In May, 1905, a terrific storm had 
swept the county felling trees and 
telephone and telegraph poles. 
The 
plaintiffs lived four miles northeast 
of Greenfield at the tim e and had a 
phone in theii home. 
In her com­ 
plaint Mrs. Heims says that in con­ 
necting the telephone early in the 
m orning after the storm, taking hold 
of the wires as usual, she received a 
shock and could not let go of the wires 
until released by her husband, 
lu his 
endeavors to release his wife from 
the throes of the deadly current. Mr. 
Heims came in contact w ith it and 
both snstaiued terrible injuries, their 
fingers and hands being almost burned 
off and being burned about the body. 
They allege 
th at the accident was 
caused 
by a 
trolley wire 
sagging 
down, the result of a storm during the 
uight, and coining in contact w ith the 
telephone w ire charging it w ith a 
deadly 
current 
its entire 
length. 
Each of the plaintiffs are suing for 
$16,000 damages. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. [Heims were here 
today, and their injuries ami crippled 
condition 
is easily detected. 
Their 
hands are shriveled up, twisted and 
they liave very little use of them 
The cases were venued from H an­ 
cock county several mouths ago. 
It is 
thought that the trial will consume 
several days. 
Judge Will M. Sparks is 
on the bench. 
A splendid array of legal talent has 
been retained 
among them.

POLK’ S PLÄNT

Greenwood. Ind., 
December 12.— 
The J. T. Polk canning plant, of this 
place, the largest of its kind in the 
world, was destroyed by fire at ¿n 
early hour this morning. 
The fire was 
discovered 
shortly 
after 3 o’clock, 
and at that tim e was confined to the 
pea shed. 
The blaze spread rapidly to 
the 
wareroom , where an explosion of the 
gas tank started the tlames to the peel­ 
ing room and box factory, both frame 
structures, which bnraed like tinder. 
The brick wareroom, erected in 1886, 
at a cost of #50,000 fell w ithin an 
hour from the tim e the fire was dis­ 
covered. 
The loss, estimated^by Ralph Polk, 
vice president, is #220,000, w ith insur­ 
ance of #17 6,000. 
The company will 
rebuild at once.

Later August Roth and John Wolters 
were arrested : the form er for allowing 
gambling in his saloon, and the latter 
for selling liquor to a person in an 
intoxicated condition. 
During the investigation of the rob­ 
bers case it developed that a quartette, 
composed of Elmer ¡M nrphy, the ac­ 
cused assailant, W ilbur Chance, the 
“ assailed,” Charles Wolfe, the man 
first arrested as an accomplice, and 
now held as a witness, and Claude 
Levi were playing seven-up for stakes 
in R oth’s saloon on East F irst street, 
the same afternoon the robbery oc­ 
curred.

Today in Squire Jackson’s

both men were arraigned and plead not 
guilty. 
John Wolters was found guilty and 
fined #10 and 
costs, am ounting 
to 
#24.00, which was stayed. 
The squire took the case of August

Paris, III., Dec. 11.—In the county 
court here today. Judge W alter S. 
Lamon presiding, Miss Dorothy Wis­ 
dom, the erst while teacher of stenog­ 
raphy and confidential secretary to 
W illiam J. Bryan, plead guilty to 
twelve counts on the charge of obtain­ 
ing money under false pretenses. 
She 
was sentenced to ten days in the coun­ 
ty jail and to pay all costs. 
The sen­ 
tence was made as light as it was from 
the fact [that through the efforts of 
the attorney for the students, she re­ 
funded the greater part of the money 
which they had paid in for tuition. 
The am ount thus refunded was about 
7 0 per cent, of the total. 
The case 
has attracted unusual attention on ac­ 
count of the brazenness of the fraud. 
Reports | from different places show 
th at she has worked this scheme be­ 
fore. 
Away back years ago,she was up in 
the city of Charleston, and the people 
were fairly carried away w ith her 
suave and comely ways. 
8 ociety re ­ 
ceived her w ith open arm s—that is 
some society and she is not forgotten, 
as the following from there w ill tes­ 
tify : 
‘‘Dorothv E. Wisdom, a stenography 
teacher, who taught a class in Charles­ 
ton eight years ago. is under arrest at 
Paris on a charge of sw indling a num ­ 
ber of students in th at city. 
Miss Wis­ 
dom is well remembered in this city, 
where she was a figure of note during 
her stay here. 
“ While teaching in Charleston the 
dashing stenographer 
plaved 
rings 
around the best of the local beauties 
and was the'recipient of many atte n­ 
tions from society m en,|her list in­ 
cluding 
also a proportion of 
well 
known professional men, hardly be­ 
lieved susceptible to *he wiles of a 
transient female. 
“ After leaving 
Charleston. 
Miss 
Wisdom went to Pana and Taylorsville, 
and it was reported at the tim e that 
in the latter city she was involved in 
a financial trouble sim ilar to the one 
for which she is now ' under arrest at 
P aris.” 
We have thus treated the m atter here 
at some length, trusting that it will 
be the last of Dorothy and her wavs 
of wid8 om.

Allegations Made. 


FORMERLY 
LIVED 
HERE.

With Wa ldro n Ba rber. 


Interest in W aldron's famous elope­ 
ment sensation that stirred the “ so­ 
ciety” of that town to profound depths 
some few weeks ago, and the story of 
which was first published exclusively 
in the Republican 
here, has 
been 
aroused again by the filing in the c ir­ 
cuit court intShelby county, of a di­ 
vorce c6mplaint by one of the princi­ 
pals who 
figured 
passively in the 
affair. 
The plaintiff in the divorce 
complaint is Alonzo Abernathy, and 
he wants a legal separation from his 
wife Bertha Abernathy, for gundry 
and divers reasons. 
Mrs. Abernathy was born and reared 
near Carthage, and divorced in the 
Rash circuit courts not long since. 
The Abernathys Jived here until re ­ 
cently, moving to Waldron after an 
unpublished,“ m ix-up” in this city. 
The^readers of the Republican will 
recall that[,Mrs. Abernathy ran away 
from home w ith a babe in her arms, 
her guilty partner being Fred C ritzer, 
a barber, himself the husband of a 
wife, and the father of three small 
children. 
It is true that C ritzer came back 
later and effected a reconciliation w ith 
his fam ily and that he denied all 
knowledge of the whereabouts of Mrs. 
Abernathy, or that he had accompan 
ied her 
in the flight further than 
Shelbyville. 
In spite of all 
that, 
Abernathy declares that his wife was 
too intim ate with Barber C ritzer and 
that on the grounds of adultery alone 
he is entitled to a divorce. 
Besides 
he alleges'that his wife was brutal in 
her treatm ent of him personally. 
He 
further declares that she stole #100 of 
his money and gave it to Critzer. 
Abernathy forced his wife and C rit­ 
zer to return the greater part of the 
stolen money on penalty of being a r­ 
rested for grand larceny. 
Many other allegations 
of minor 
importance are made in the trulv sen­ 
sational complaint, but these already 
mentioned are the leading ones. 
Mrs. Abernathy anti her child are 
now residing at Indianapolis, as she 
has refused to return to her deserted 
husband. 
The couple were m arried June 6th, 
1906. 
The spearationoccnrred Novem­ 
ber 2. 1906. 
All the principals in the 
sensational . affair are comparatively 
young, as none of them have seen more 
than twenty-five summers. 
Mrs. Ab­ 
ernathy’s child, which is now in her 
custody is the child of her first m arri­ 
age.

She Almost refused to go 
to bed as she said she would never get 
up if she did. 
It was not until about 
noon Saturday 
that 
Mrs. D eitrieh 
consented to go to bed and remain 
there, and in about twelve hours she 
was dead. 


PRICE OF MILK 


CHURCH NEWS 


“ Milk of Human Kindness* 


is Half Water With Most 


Milkmen. 


RUSHVILLE IS FORTUNATE 


We Ha v e Plenty a t a Rea so na ble 


Price—Ca use o f Increa s­ 


ed Prices. 


While the press of the State is black 
with stories of milk famines, raise in 
prices, inferior quality or grade of 
milk being furnished, it is well to 
note the local conditions. 
U ntil a few months this was in the 
belt of “ m ilk and honey” and the 
people of Rushville had the all the 
m ilk,—pure and unadultraeted—they 
wanted for five cents per quart. 
The price was suddenly lifted to six 
and one half cents per quart. 
And it 
was not caused by any r railk trust 
gobbling up the interest here, but was 
effected through an organization which 
the milkmen st w ted here. 
An organi­ 
zation tc^keep them from going out of 
business. 
Bec ause there was little or 
no profit in selling for five cents a 
quart, and a concerted raise in price 
is all that kept several of them in the 
business. Otherwise there would have 
been a milk panic in this city. 
And Rushville was one of the first 
cities in the State to give notice of an 
increase price. 
The dairymen simply raised the price 
and the “ public” said nothing. 
They 
realized that the cost of feed, of labor, 
cows and 
all necessaries connected 
with supplying the public w ith milk 
has greatly advanced, while the price 
of milk had remained the same. 
Sev­ 
eral have tried the business seeing 
that the field was not fnlly taken, hot 
did not remain long at it. 
About all 
who now supply the people of Kush- 
ville with milk are the old tim e dairy­ 
men, who][have so fitted up their farms 
for the purpose that thev cannot well 
leave the business w ithout a loss. 
Milk sold for five cents in Rushville 
for over ten years yet the price of 
bran and middlings sold for cow food 
is #20 per ton where it was formerly 
#; and #8 , 
Hay sells from #12 to 16; 
was form erly about #6. 
Corn ranges 
from 35 to 55 cents per bushel in con­ 
trast with 20 and 95 cents ten years 
ago. 
Labor is thirty to forty per cent 
higher, while the price ot milk cows 
is greatly advanced. As one dairym an, 
who supplied a large part of the citv, 
put it, the milkmen were barely eke* 
ing out an existence.
